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Councilmembers ground sand-removal project

Romulus councilmembers 
were still uneasy March 11 ab- 
out granting a permit to a Ply- 
mouth resident who would like 
to implement a sand-removal 
project in the city. 

Randall Emerick is looking 
to restore the property at 35196 
Eureka Road from sand to 
fresh soil. 

According to Emerick, the 
project would allow for drain- 
age and seed. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry was concerned about 
preserving the land for future 
residents. 


“I raised an issue whether or 
not this was clean soil,” Rasp- 
berry said. “This is a six- 
month operation involving tons 
of soil. Our purpose is to protect 
the land for the future.” 

Councilman Fred Block 
questioned if the project 
allowed enough room for 
drainage. 

“There is no place for the 
drainage to go,” Block said. 
“There is a water problem 
standing along that road. I 
want my building department 
and (department of public 
works) to check this out more.” 

Mayor Beverly McAnally in- 
formed councilmembers that 
Emerick recently received a 


letter from city engineers list- 
ing the concerns and require- 
ments that are necessary in 
order for the project to begin. 

“There are a number of re- 
quirements, and they have got 
those things in place,” McAnal- 
ly said. 

Councilman Ellis Penning- 
ton wanted to know what 
Emerick was planning on put- 
ting back in the 6- to 8-foot hole 
when he removes the sand. 

"I’m very interested on 
what’s going back in there,” 
Pennington said. “I’m not 
going to take anyone’s word 
that’s not associated with the 
city. I’m afraid we’re creating 
something out there we can’t 


live with.” 

Councilman Russell Lam- 
bert was concerned about the 
water table near the project 
which could affect many resi- 
dents. 

Emerick informed coun- 
cilmembers about 40,000 yards 
of sand would be removed, and 
the fill for the property would 
come from the airport. 

Wayne County officials have 
expressed an interest in buying 
the property on Eureka, 
according to Emerick. He said 
the job has already been paid 
for, and County officials have 
already inspected the sand to 
see if there are any contami- 
nants.

City officials and the entire 
community will miss Treder, 
according to Councilman Ellis 
Pennington. 

“He’s always been very 
knowledgeable as a member of 
the planning commission, - ’ 
Pennington said “The city will 
miss him not only on the plan- 
ning commission but also as a 
member of the board of 
appeals.” 

Councilmembers approved 
the appointment of Ken Berlinn 
to replace Treder. His term 
will expire Jan 31, 1993. 

Councilmembers also 
approved the appointments of 
William Crova and Jack Bar- 
ton to the planning commission 
with terms to expire Jan 31, 
1994. 
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If Emerick receives a permit 
to remove the sand, he said the 
following will take place: 

• Remove sand from the 
property and refill with clean 
natural earth. 

• Ground water being 
pumped out will go to a ditch in 
front of the property to keep 
water from running back. 

• Roads used will mainly be 
Eureka Road east to Airport 
and west Interstate-275 north 
or south. 

• The type of trucks used will 
be four- and five-axle semi- 
dumps and gravel trains. 

Councilmembers did not 
take any action on the matter 
March 11.

“Had there been any delay, 
this already painful incident 
would have been worse and my 
losses would have been sub- 
stantially larger,” McCulloch 
said. “The Romulus police 
have restored my faith in 
police officers. They exercised 
excellent judgment and resour- 
cefulness in identifying the sus- 
pects and apprehending 
them.” 

McCulloch said it was re- 
freshing to see the hard work 
police officers displayed in 
order to help the victim. 

“I wish to thank the witness 
who came forward, all of the 
officers involved and especial- 
ly officer Kenneth Landstrom 
for an excellent job well done,” 
he said.

Business 
to close 
its doors

A Romulus business is shut- 
ting down after making a home 
in the community for five 
years. 

Horizon Enterprises Inc., a 
Taylor-based corporation, re- 
cently asked the State Tax 
Commission to rescind their 
abatement certificate for Heat 
Technologies Inc., which is 
situated in Romulus at 28111 
Northline, according to Matth- 
ew Raftary, director of the city 
assessment department. 

“Since Horizon will be dis- 
continuing this operation and 
disposing of the equipment and 
would no longer qualify for 
abatement, they have volun- 
tarily requested cancellation of 
the certificate.” Raftary said. 

Gregory Bird, vice president 
for Horizon Enterprises Inc., 
informed the Tax Commission 
that Heat Technologies didn’t 
have the money to continue 
operating. 

"Even with the heavy capital 
investment put into the Heat 
Tech project and even with the 
help of Act 198, we faced a con- 
stant uphill battle in reaching 
financial stability with this op- 
eration," Raftary said. “We 
have shut down the furnace op- 
eration and will be liquidating 
this year." 

The facility has operated 
since 1986 as a subsidiary of 
Horizon Enterprises, provid- 
ing heat treating services to 
manufacturing companies in 
the area. 

“It is our regret that we have 
to shut down the operation of 
our Heat Technologies,” Raf- 
tary said. 


Mayor asks governor to continue program

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally recently expressed 
her concerns by letter on state 
budget negotiations to Gov. 
John Engler. 

McAnally targeted the poten- 
tial impact of losing local tax 
increment financing prog- 
rams. 

“As you may be aware, 
elected officials and state rep- 
resentatives from over 50 
Michigan communities met in 
Taylor Feb. 26 to discuss this 
very important issue,” McA- 
nally said. “We would like to 
join with those communities in 
our support for continuation of 
tax increment financing prog- 
ram, which have proven to be 
very successful in Romulus in 


facilitating substantial private 
investments and job creation.” 

Two pieces of legislation, if 
passed, will have an immedi- 
ate impact on the city TIFA 
and Downtown Development 
Authority, according to McA- 
nally. 

“The bills SB 72 and HB 4244 
provide for a revision in the 
method of calculation of the 
standard equalization valua- 
tion which would result in a re- 
duction in tax increment cap- 
tures flowing to our TIFA and 
DDA,” McAnally said. “TIFAs 
and DDAs would be reim- 
bursed by the state for these 
lost revenues only in amounts 
sufficient to satisfy current 
outstanding bond obligations." 

The bills present two prob- 
lems for Romulus and other 
communities, according to 


McAnally. The first problem 
follows that the DDA has suc- 
cessfully used developer- 
financing methods rather than 
issue TIFA bonds to finance 
public improvements, accord- 
ing to McAnally. 

“Under this method, which 
has also been very successfully 
used by our TIFA, a contract is 
developed between the DDA 
and developer, which pledges 
future tax increment captures 
as reimbursements to the de- 
veloper for public improve- 
ments needed to serve a pri- 
vate investment project,” 
McAnally said. 

“The current bills do not pro- 
vide for reimbursement to 
DDAs and TIFAs for the loss of 
revenues needed to cover these 
contractual pledges, and could 
perhaps require we default on

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 


Section 1. SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as 
the Amended Zoning Uses Ordinance. 

Section 2. Article VII, Section 7.02 is hereby amended and Section 7.03 
subsection (j) is adopted to read as follows: 

ARTICLE VII: RE, R-l A. R-1B SINGLE 
FAMILY RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 
Section 7.02 Principal uses permitted. 

A. Single-family dwellings. 

B. Publicly owned and operated libraries, parks and recreation facili- 
ties. 

C. Home occupations. 

D. State licensed residential facilities for six (6) or less persons. 

E. Accessory building and uses customarily incidental to the above 
Principal Permitted Uses. 

Section 7.03 Permitted uses after special approval. 

J. Public parochial and private elementary schools, intermediate 
schools and high schools. Facilities which provide for housing, living 
areas, dormitories or such shall be permitted only in the multi-family 
zoning districts. 

Section 3. Except as herein modified the said zoning ordinance shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 4. CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEAL ED: Should any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court 
to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as 
a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid.

NOXIOUS WEED NOTICE 
TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS 

IN THE 

CITY OF ROMULUS 

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 194 1 , as amended and Chapter 19, Article 
3. of the Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall be the duty of all owners 
of lands on which noxious weeds arc found growing, to destroy the same 
before they reach a seed bearing stage and to prevent such weeds from 
becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to destroy 
such noxious weeds or cause them to be destroyed, it shall be the duty of 
the Noxious Weed Commissioner to enter upon such land and destroy 
such noxious weeds. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by the owner or 
owners of such land and the City shall have a lien against such land for 
such expense. Any owner who shall refuse to destroy such noxious weeks 
shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500.00 and/or not more than 
90 days in jail. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to growing 
any small grain crop such as wheats, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 28, 1991. will be cut by the City and the owner 
of the property will be charged with the cost. Subsequent cuttings will be 
done as often as necessary when vegetation reaches 12 inches in height 
and/or seed bearing stage.

CHAPTER 35 

RESTITUTION BY IMPAIRED DRIVERS 
An Ordinance to amend Chapter 35 of the Code of Ordinances by the 
addition of an Article VII for the purpose of requiring the reimbursement 
for expenditures made by the City in responding to motor vehicle crashes 
and/or making arrests involving drivers who were operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating liquor and/or controlled 
substancc(s) or while ability to so operate was impaired due to the 
consumption of intoxicating liquor. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY. MICHIGAN DOES 
HEREBY ORDAIN: 

Section 1: Short Title: This ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
amended Traffic and Motor Vehicle Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 35 is hereby amended by the addition of a new Article 
to be known as Article VII providing for restitution by impaired drivers. 
ARTICLE Vn: REIMBURSEMENT FOR COSTS INCURRED 
Section 35-850 PURPOSE 

The City Council finds that a significant number of motor vehicle 
crashes and arrests within the City involve persons who were operating 
a motor vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating liquor and/or 
controlled substancc(s). The City Council also finds that in such motor 
vehicle crashes as described, there exists a greater likelihood of per- 
sonal injury and property damage. The City Council also finds that as 
a result of these incidents, a greater financial burden is being placed 
upon the resources of the City and its Police, Fire, Public Service and 
Rescue resources by persons who are operating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor and/or controlled sub- 
stancc(s) or while impaired. 

Section 35-851-855 RESERVED. 

Section 3: Section 35-856 DEFINITIONS As used herein, the following 
definitions shall apply: 

A. Emergency Response shall include: 

1. The providing and/or utilizing of public services including Police, 
Fire. Rescue and Public Works Services at the scene or as a result 
of a motor vehicle crash where one (or more) of the drivers was 
operating while under the influence of intoxicating liquor and/or 
controlled substancc(s) or while impaired; or, 

2. The effecting of a traffic stop and physical, custodial arrest by a 
police officer when the arrested person was operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating liquor and/or 
controlled substancc(s) or while impaired. 

B. Expense of Emergency Response shall include: 

1 . The direct costs associated with an emergency response as described 
in sub-section A( 1 ) and/or A(2), supra, and shall include the costs 
connected with the provision and administration of a breathalyzer 
examination and/or blood tests and any video (aping of the driver, 
if applicable, such costs to be set by City Council Resolution: and, 

2. Should the Court order, as a part of the criminal sanctions imposed, 
any period of incarceration, the costs assessed to the City for the 
housing, care, feeding, security and all other requirements necessi- 
tated by the incarceration. 

Section 4: Section 35-857 

(A) Any person who, while under the influence of intoxicating liquor 
and/or controlled substance(s) or while ability to do so is impaired 
by cither the consumption of intoxicating liquor or the use of a 
controlled substance(s), or any combination thereof, shall operate a 
motor vehicle in a manner which results in an emergency response 
as defined in Section 35-856, shall be liable to the City for the 
expenses of the emergency response provided. 

(B) For the purpose of this Article, it shall be presumed that the driver 
involved was under the influence of intoxicating liquor or his ability 
to operate was impaired if a chemical analysis of his/her blood, 
breath or urine indicates the concentration of ethyl alcohol in his/her 
blood was .07% or greater, by volume. 

Section 5: Section 35-858 

This Article shall serve to fix rcsponsiblily and place liability on 
the driver for such expenses incurred. The liability shall be civil 
in nature and shall not be construed as an enhancement or 
enlargement of any penalty imposed by a judge subsequent to a 
finding of criminal liability, including any fines, costs, state 
judgement fee or costs of probation and/or alcohol awareness 
programs assessed as part of a criminal penalty. 

Section 6: Section 35-859 SEVERABILITY 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub- section or section of 
this Article be declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, 
by any court, such declaration shall not affect any portion of this 
Article other than the part specifically declared to be void. 
Section 35-860-870 RESERVED 

Section 7: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publi- 
cation in the official newspaper.

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Credibility sought by new state government

Credibility in state govern- 
ment is the goal of the new 
administration, according to 
state Sen Mat J. Dunaskiss of 
Lake Orion. 

“The word ‘credibility,’ 
when connected with state gov- 
ernment, has become almost 
an oxymoron, but we plan to 
change that,” said Dunaskiss 
at the March 11 Legislative 
Forum sponsored by the South- 
ern Wayne County Chamber of 
•* Commerce. 

Dunaskiss assumed the role 
. of guest speaker when Senate 

> Majority Leader Dick Post- 
er humus was unable to speak to 
,r v the group of area business and 

political leaders because of 
pother commitments in 
•; Lansing. 

> The senator noted Gov. John 
I; Engler has recently come 
!• under fire for his credibility. 
'During the pre-election cam- 
.• paign, Engler had promised to 

downsize state government 
and reduce the deficit through 


spending cutbacks, Dunaskiss 
said. Now that plans for the 
needed cutbacks are being out- 
lined. the governor is being 
criticized for carrying out his 
intention or. in other words, his 
credibility. 

“In these first nine weeks, we 
are getting out our message 
and we are moving forward," 
Dunaskiss said. 

With anticipated 1991 re- 
venues much lower than the 
current $7.6 billion state budget 
and a 1990 deficit of 
$300,000,000. drastic cuts are 
necessary, the state senator 
said. 

Dunaskiss noted between 28 
and 32 percent of the state 
budget is in the general prog- 
rams portions of the general 
fund. 

"Michigan is generous to the 
Department of Social Services, 
allocating 35 percent more 
than the national average. 
Still, we have severe prob- 
lems,” Dunaskiss said. “For 
example, we have mothers on 
crack (cocaine) delivering 


babies, and we have not found 
money in budget for the ser- 
vices to solve the problem. Yet, 
general assistance is available 
for able-bodied single adults, 
and their money is not cut off in 
th.e summer when seasonal 
work is available.” 

Dunaskiss said state funds 
are not available to fund all of 
the programs that ask for 
funding. 


"Michigan ranks in the top 
five or six states in providing 
money for the arts. In 1975, 
Gov. William Miliken granted 
an $3.5 million equity package 
to the city of Detroit to fund the 
museums, libraries and zoo. 
From that point, it continued to 
grow. In 1984, the arts grants 
had expanded to 17 other com- 
munities and 635 different pro- 
jects at a cost of $30 million,” 


Dunaskiss said, noting the up- 
ward spiral of arts funding is no 
longer economically feasible 
for the state. 

With cuts to some programs, 
property taxes can be cut, the 


deficit can be reduced and aid 
to the schools can be increased, 
Dunaskiss said. 

"Yes, we can cut property 
taxes and the deficit. That’s the 
role we want to do,” he said.

How long will the celebration last 

For how long will there be parades, brass bands and 
welcoming crowds at the airports when our servicemen and 
women return home from the Persian Gulf? 

While we have rejoiced with each of the televised reun- 
ions and parades we have seen, we cannot help but wonder 
if there will be the same celebration when the last of our 
armed forces members returns in six or seven months. 
When we see the wonderful, joyous crowds packing the 
airports and hear President Bush laud our troops as heroes, 
we cannot suppress the niggling doubt and fear that all of 
uhese servicemen and women will not be equally honored 
when they come home. 

The yellow ribbons in several locations have already be- 
gun to show signs of wear and tear and the rigors that 
Mother Nature has perpetrated on these symbols of support 
and remembrance of our troops. Already, there seems to be 
less of a crowd, fewer members of the band and somewhat 
diminished enthusiasm at the welcoming celebrations. 

To families who have waited months for the return of 
these men and women, there can be no lessening of enthu- 
siasm and joy, but for those who have not been personally 
touched by the absence of one of these men or women, 
apathy can easily set in. 

We would urge those groups who placed the yellow rib- 
bons to protect and replace them. We would suggest that all 
of us keep the flags which have suddenly become so promin- 
ently displayed in place. The tide of patriotism and national 
pride which has emerged during the conflict in the Persian 
Gulf should not diminish or vanish because some of our men 
and women have returned home. 

Each of them deserves to be honored upon returning to 
the country which sent them to face death. Each of them 
deserves a heroes welcome, no matter if they return in a 
month or several months. They each participated and they 
each in one way or another served their country. 

There are still those who feel that the deployment of 
troops into the desert was wrong. But even among these 
people, there is no question of the honor and celebration 
each of those who served in this war deserves. 

No matter the degree of involvement or the political per- 
suasion, we urge everyone to remember the service of these 
men and women and to join in the celebration of their re- 
turn, no matter how long that may take or when it may be. 
They, after all, will never forget. 

Taking a step in 
the right direction 

Local municipalities complaining about lack of growth 
and retail development might well follow the example of 
Van Buren Township. 

Recently township officials played host to 20 real estate 
salespeople and brokers urging them to consider Van 
Buren when discussing sales with potential buyers. The 
township spokespeople attempted to answer questions ab- 
out the area for residential and commercial buyers and 
explain many advantages of the area which may not have 
been obvious to the real estate representatives.

Members of the Wayne Coun- 
ty Taxpayers Association have 
been very upset over the recent 
actions of the State Board of 
Canvassers with regard to the 
petitions circulated by Tax- 
payers United for Assessment 
Cuts. We feel that any further 
delay in allowing the issue to be 
debated and voted on by the 
legislature or, alternatively, the 
citizens of the State of Michigan 
is a breach of faith with the in- 
tent of our State Constitution. 

Arbitrary and capricious res- 
trictions in judging the validity 
of the signatures has placed in 
harms way the rights of the indi- 
viduals of this state to exercise 
the sovereignty guaranteed to 
them under the constitution. 

While we are pleased with 
Gov. John Engler’s efforts to re- 
duce State spending and trust 
that cuts will continue in areas 
which have not been addressed, 
we are disappointed that he has 
chosen to initiate his own prop- 
erty assessment reduction 
proposal. We feel that this prop- 
osal will not bring about the 
necessary relief to the tax- 
payers of this state and, in some 
cases, will result in higher 
taxes.

Auto-racing 

pioneer 

dies

George Cooper was a legend 
in the auto racing world in his 
time. 

And his death on Thursday 
will leave a void that will not 
easily be filled. 

The 67-year-old Cooper, a 
Michigan auto racing pioneer, 
died in Denver, Colo. , after suf- 
fering an apparent heart 
attack. 

Cooper was in Denver on 
business at the time of his 
death, according to Ron Dra- 
ger of the Automobile Racing 
Club of America. 

The longtime Wayne resi- 
dent had set scores of early rac- 
ing records during a career 
that began in early 1953. 

Cooper was the first track 
champion at Flat Rock Speed- 
way and went on to collect five 
more titles at the 1/4-mile 
paved oval south of Detroit. 

Better known as "Coop,” he 
started his career in motorcy- 
cle races, moving to roadsters, 
midgets, sprints and eventual- 
ly stock cars. 

Cooper competed in events 
on the Beach Course in Day- 
tona and passed his Indy 500 
Rookie Test in 1953. 

1 le was a consistent winner in 
races at Flat Rock, Mt. Cle- 
mens Race Track. Motor City 
Speedway and the Michigan 
State Fairgrounds.

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Local women serve 
as role models

Any time is the right time to 
pursue a college education, 
according to a pair of Van 
Buren Township municipal 
employees. 

During regular business 
hours, Sharry Budd performs 
the duties of bookkeeper in the 
clerk’s office, and, across the 
hall, Sharon Kennedy serves as 
secretary for the police depart- 
ment. Two nights each week, 
the two women study human 
ecology at the Western Campus 
of Wayne County Community 
College, and take a step closer 
to realizing their goals of 
obtaining college degrees. 

“I only need another three 
classes to graduate with a 
liberal arts degree,” Kennedy 
said. "It’s been hard finding 
time to work, attend school and 
do everything else, but I have a 
very supportive family. 
They’ve given me a lot of help 
at home.” 

Budd, who also serves on the 
Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education, found the 
pressure of her many duties 
was a difficult one, particular- 
ly when the selection of a new 
school superintendent promp- 
ted numerous extra board 
meetings. 

Both Budd and Kennedy 
chose the WCCC Western Cam- 
pus to expand their educations 
because of its location. With 
their busy schedules, a long, 
time-consuming drive to 
another college would have 
been very difficult, they said. 

A fringe benefit of their col- 
lege experiences has been an 
added interest in education, 
which has extended to other 
members of their families. 

‘‘My youngest son once told 
me he didn’t have time for 
homework, but he can’t say 
that now when he sees that I 
have homework to do. It’s a 
real challenge for all of us. In 
fact, we’re trying to figure out 
which one of us will graduate 
first,” said Budd, who has one 
son slated to graduate from col- 
lege this spring, another who

has already graduated and one 
who is a high school junior. 

Kennedy has two children, a 
son who is a high school senior, 
and a daughter who is a college 
freshman. 

"I find that some of the scien- 
ce work that my daughter is 
doing is similar to what I’ve co- 
vered in my classes, so we have 
something in common,” Ken- 
nedy said. “Sometimes, we do 
our homework together.” 

The two women find that they 
are typical of students who 
attend the WCCC Western 
Campus. 

"Many of our fellow students 
also are mature women who 
have returned to school after 
several years, or are displaced 
homemakers,” Budd said. "In 
fact, I see a trend toward an 
increasing number of older stu- 
dents at the campus. When I 
took my first class, I thought I 
was older than the average stu- 
dent, but now they seem to be 
catching up to me.” 

In their current classes, 
many students are in their 40s 
and 50s, Budd and Kennedy 
said. 

Belleville resident Mary Pe- 
ters, who is a nursing student, 
was also attracted to the cam- 
pus because of its location. 

"I’m in my second semester. 
I’m taking English and anthro- 
pology, and I plan to transfer to 
a four-year college when I re- 
ceive my associate’s degree,” 
Peters said. ‘‘It has made 
things easier for me during 
these first two years to attend 
college classes close to home.”

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Can it be true? Is there no- 
thing good to be said for the 
Irish?

No, the Irish are special peo- 
ple and always have been. 

They seem to bear the slings 
and arrows heaved at them by 
others with good humor and 
readily admit to being a bit 
vulnerable to a wee spot of 
drink now and again. 

If it weren’t for the Irish, 
where would we find the luck 


attributed to four-leaf clovers? 
How would we know what is 
waiting at the end of the rain- 
bow for us and could the world 
have gotten along this far with- 
out Irish leprechauns? 

Sure, there are Irish poets 
and authors and a painter or 
two, but the real contribution 
of this group seems to be the 
celebration of St. Patrick’s 
birthday. This is a day when 
everyone seems willing to 
claim at least a tad of Irish 
blood and is willing to at least 
try something as disgusting as 
green beer. 

As for contributions to the 
culinary arts, there’s always 
Irish soda bread, but many 
swear that recipe is markedly 
similar to the one used for 
communion wafers. To help 
prepare our readers for the 
annual celebration of Irish cul- 
ture, here are just a few easy 
Irish treats which can be pre- 
pared at home to delight Irish- 
men of all nationalities and 
ages. 


Father O’Brien’s 
chocolate cake 

2 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter, softened 

1 3/4 cups granulated sugar 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
2 squares (2 ounces) 
unsweetened chocolate, 
melted 

1 cup sour cream 

1 cup boiling water 

Position rack in lower third 
of oven and preheat to 325 de- 
grees. Grease a 10 x 4-inch 
tube pan or a 12-cup bundt 
pan and dust with flour. 

In a medium bowl, whiskor 
stir together flour, baking 
soda and salt. Set aside. In a 
large bowl, and using electric 
beaters, cream butter until 
light and smooth. Add sugar 
in several additions, beating 
until mixture is light and fluf- 
fy. Gradually add eggs, beat- 
ing until mixture has the con- 
sistency of lightly whipped 
cream Beat in vanilla and 
melted chocolate. 

Using a large rubber spatu- 
la, alternately stir in dry ing- 
redients and sour cream, be- 
ginning and ending with dry 
ingredients and blending well 
after each addition. Add the 
boiling water all at once, stir- 
ring until well blended. Pour 
batter into prepared pan, 
spreading evenly. 

Bake 50 to 55 minutes or un- 
til cake tester inserted in cen- 
ter comes out clean. Remove 
pan to wire rack. Cool 15 mi- 
nutes before loosening cake 
from pan with a knife and re- 
moving. Finish cooling right 
side up on rack. Dust with 
confectioners’ sugar just be- 
fore serving. 

Erin jam cake 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon ground 
cinnamon 

1/4 teaspoon ground 
nutmeg 

1/4 teaspoon ground 
allspice 

10 tablespoons unsalted 
butter 

1 cup granulated sugar 

3 large eggs 

1 cup strawberry jam 
1/2 cup buttermilk 

Preheat oven to 350 de- 
grees. Grease and flour two 
9-inch round layer pans. Sift 
together all dry ingredients 
except sugar. Cream sugar 
and butter together in large 
bowl until soft and fluffy. Add 
eggs, one at a time and con- 
tinue beating until well 
blended. Add jam, half the 
dry ingredients, buttermilk 
and remaining dry ingre- 
dients in order. Pour and 
scrape the batter into the pre- 
pared pans. Bake at 350 de- 
grees for 35 to 40 minutes or 
until the cakes spring back 


with lightly touched in the 
center. Cool in the pans eight 
minutes. Turn out to cool, 
right side up, on wire racks. 
Frost and fill with strawber- 
ry icing. 

Strawberry icing 

4 tablespoons unsalted 
butter 

3 ounces cream cheese 
3 tablespoons strawberry 
jam 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon 
juice 

3 1/4 cups (1 pound) 
confectioners’ sugar 

Beat butter and cream 
cheese together until light 
and fluffy and then blend in 
jam and lemon juice. Gra- 
dually add confectioners’ 
sugar and beat well. Add 
additional lemon juice, if 
needed, to make the icing of 
spreading consistency. 

Shillelagh cake 

2 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
2 1/4 teaspoons baking 
powder 

1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter, softened 

1 3/4 cups granulated sugar 

5 eggs, separated 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
1/3 cup freshly squeezed 
lemon juice 

2/3 cup milk 

1/2 teaspoon grated lemon 
peel 

1/3 cup poppy seeds 
1/4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

Position rack in lower third 
of oven and preheat to 350 de- 
grees. Grease a 12-cup bundt 
pan or a 10 x 4-inch tube pan 
and dust with flour. 

In a medium bowl, whiskor 
stir together flour, baking 
powder and salt. Set aside. In 
a large bowl, and using elec- 
tric beaters, cream butter 
until light and smooth. Add 
sugar in several additions, 
beating until mixture is light 
and fluffy. Add yolks, one at a 
time, beating until mixture is 
light, smooth and fluffy. Stir 
vanilla into lemon juice and 
slowly pour into butter mix- 
ture. Beat until well blended. 
Using a rubber spatula , alter- 
nately stir in dry ingredients 
and milk, beginning and en- 
ding with dry ingredients and 
blending well after each addi- 
tion. Stir in peel and poppy 
seeds. 

In a separate bowl and us- 
ing clean beaters, beat 
whites until frothy and add 
cream of tartar and beat until 
whites stand in stiff, moist, 
shiny peaks. Fold one third of 
the whites into the batter. 
Fold in remaining whites. 
Pour batter into prepared 
pan, spreading evenly. Bake 
50 to 55 minutes or until cake 
tester inserted in center 
ocmes out clean. Remove 
pan to wire rack. Cool 15 mi- 
nutes before loosening cake 
from pan with a knife and re- 
moving. Finish cooling right 
side up on rack. Dust with 
confectioners’ sugar.

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Candidates eye 11th District Commission seat 


The following is a list of 
candidates for the Uth District 
Wayne County Commission 
seat. The primary election will 
be staged March 19. 

Robert Beeny (D) 

Wayne City Councilman 
Robert Beeny seeks the Demo- 
cratic candidacy for the open 
11th District Wayne County 
Commission seat March 19. 

Beeny, 44, has served on the 
Wayne City Council for nine 
years. He previously was a 
member of the city planning 
commission. 

If elected, Beeny hopes to eli- 
minate much of the solid waste 
presently going to the inciner- 
ator by setting up a program 
that would sort waste mate- 
rials at the facility. 

Another key issue with 
Beeny is the condition of county 
roads. He would like to see 
more dollars spent on road im- 
provement projects in western 
Wayne County. 

During the past year, jet 
noise at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport has become a bone of 
contention with many 11th Dis- 
trict citizens. Noise abatement 
has become even more defined 
with the planned expansion at 
the airport. 

“I don’t think you can 
guarantee that there will be no 
noise, because the Federal 
Aviation Administration has 
the final word,” he said. ‘‘But 
there are some things that can 
be done to eliminate ground 
noise.” 

Beeny suggested building 
additional hangars, called 
hush huts, which would absorb 
noise. 

Other noise abatement solu- 
tions, according to Beeny, 
would include using quieter 
aircraft and evenly distributed 
take-off patterns. 

Jim Poole (R) 

Former Canton Township 
Supervisor Jim Poole (R- 
Canton) seeks the Republican 
nomination for Wayne County 
Commissioner in the 11th Dis- 
trict. 

If elected, Poole would work 
as a full-time commissioner for 
residents. 


Poole, 60, served as township 
supervisor from 1980 to 1988 
and township trustee from 1972 
to 1976. 

He lists the environment and 
road conditions as the two ma- 
jor issues in his campaign. 

He applauds the current 
Wayne County Solid Waste 
Management Plan, hoping to 
see many communities comply 
with the plan by implementing 
curbside recycling programs. 

To stop pollution. Poole re- 


commends a combination of 
measures, including incinera- 
tion, recycling and stopping the 
production of styrofoam and 
other non-degradable pro- 
ducts. 

The 20-year Canton resident 
and retired U.S. Air Force ma- 
jor says the population in- 
crease in western Wayne Coun- 
ty prompts the need for infras- 
tructure improvements.

Shirley Poling 


Shirley Poling, the interim 
Wayne County Commissioner 
for the 11th District, wants to 
give district residents a re- 
sponsive and reasonable coun- 
ty government. 

Poling, w'ho has filled former 
commissioner Milt Mack's 
vacancy since Dec. 20. is on 
sabbatical from the General 
Motors Hydra-Matic plant in 
Ypsilanti. 

As commissioner, Poling 
wants an audit done on the 
county road department, 
which commands a $44-million 
budget, to review management 
practices so taxpayers’ money 
is spent wisely. 

The economical develop- 
ment of a community hinges on 
good infrastructure, so she re- 
commends prioritizing road 
and drain improvement pro- 
jects. 

She cites Sumpter Township 
as a community with drain 
problems which affect the 
quality of roads. 

Poling wants airport officials 
to comply with noise abate- 
ment measures, so all com- 
munities in the district have re- 


lief from excessive aircraft 
noise. 

She recommends the follow- 
ing to limit noise: 

• Build insulated hangars. 

• Create a curfew to limit 
ground run-up noise. 

• Eliminate the louder stage- 
two aircraft. 


Bryan Aman (D) 

Assistant Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Brian Amann has 
earned valuable experience as 
the county-appointed noise 
czar. 

He is hoping to use that ex- 
perience in hopes of becoming 
the 11th District Wayne County 
Commissioner. 

An assistant to Wayne Coun- 
ty Executive Edward McNa- 
mara. Amann, 33, is betting on 
strong Democratic support to 
select him March 19 in the 
primary election. The election 
for county commissioner is 
May 7. 

“As long as communities 
meet the objectives of the 
adopted Wayne County Solid 
Waste Plan, they may select 
their own recycling initiative,” 
Amann said in an earlier inter- 
view. 

Amann’s goals include 
maintenance of county roads in 
llth-District communities. 

“Before we fix roads, we 
must fix the drains,” he said. 

Amann also would like to re- 
duce property taxes, build a 
bridge of communication be- 
tween the executive and com- 
missioners and reduce noise 
levels in the county. 

“The commission has to be 
vigilant to have the airport 
grow responsible, such as 
guarding against ground run- 
up noise,” Amann said earlier. 
“None of my opponents know 
how to deliver on this.”
